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SERMON XL. 

“ And if it seem evil unto you to serve the Loid, choose you this day whom ye will 
serve; whether the gods which your tathers served, that were on the other side of the 
flood, or the gods of the Amorites, in whose land ye dwell: but as for me and my house, 
we will serve the Lord.”—Josnua, 24: 15. 

Some believe that God from eternity elected a certain pertion of mankind 
to eternal life, without any foresight of faith, good works or any conditions 
performed by the creature; and ordained the remainder to dishonour and 
wrath, to the praise of his vindictive justice. He has power so save all, but 
does not choose it. He saves as inany as he chooses, and no more. 

Others believe that God has not determined any thing definitely concern- 
ing the salvation of man; but has made salvation possible for all,—oflers it 
to all —and will bstow it on all, who will comply with certain conditions. 
At the same time, he has given man an agency, wiich he cannot control.— 
So that, although he ardently desires the salvation of all, still, through the 
stubbornness of man, he is unable, in very many instances, to accomplish his 
desire. In a word, he desires to save all, but cannot, because man resists 
his will. 

A third class believes that God is infinitely good, and therefore desires the. 
salvation of all; and that he is infinitely powerful, and therefore is abun- 
dantly able to accomplish all his pleasure. 

These are the attributes, ascribed by the three most important sects of 
christians to the God they worship. Chovuse ye then which ye wiliserve; a 
partial God, who can save afl, but will not :—a weak God who desires to save 
all, but cannot ;—or an infinitely powerful, and impartially merciful God 
who both can and will save to the uttermost all his children. The characters 
are before you ;—it rests with you to make your election. 

It may be well, however, before making a hasty choice to consider in 
which you can place the most unwavering confidence, in the hour of trial. 

Suppose you choose the first—what is the consequence? can you satis- 
factorily assure yourself of your silvation? if you answer no,—we inquire 
can you feel peace and confidence? Jf you answer yes, we inquire on 
what ground does your assurance rest ? 's it because you believe God is good, 
and will therefere save you from sin and misery? But you do not believe he 
will save all ; some must be lost ; and how are you certain that you are not 
among the reprobates? Do you ground your confidence on your faith, re- 
pentance, or good works! but you belicve the decree of election to be 
without reference to faith, good works, or any conditions performed by the 
creature. ‘This, therefore, avails nothing. 
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You cannot t the 1 assure yourself, beyond a doubt, that your next state of 
existence will be happy. If you choose a God possessing these attributes. 
von have no sort of certainty of salvation. | 

Suppose you then choose the God, who desires to save all, but cannot :— 
in what respect is your situation more enviable ? Haye you any éertainty in 
this case? You cannot rely on the goodness of God; for although that be 
admitted to be infinite, yet you Emit his power, insomuch that the things 
which he would do, he cannot. He cannot save you without your own co- 
operation. You must perform the conditions—you must assist in the work 
or it will never be ac complished. How then will you assure yourself that 
you have pertormed your part | ’ "The best men have their unguarded moments 
—you cannot expect to pass through life without sin. But you believe, if 
you chance to die ina siitul state, you are lost, beyond power of rede mption, 
Will you not then be tn continual torment, fearing you will some time be 
ealled heave, before you have time to repent of your lastsin? If such should 
be the case, you do not believe your God can save you, because you have not 
couplied with the conditions. Where then is your contidence | ’ It is a reed 
shaken by the wiud. While you believe in this weak God, constant joy and 
peace must be strangers to your bosom. They may approach,—but the fear 
of hell will drive thea: away. Will you bow down, and worshipa Being, 
who has not sufficient power t control a single action of your life, and whose 
only power ts to destroy your present existence, end make you miserable in 
the next’? tle cannot save you without your assistance ; :—but he can damn 
you without cyon your consent. fle has power to injure you; but no power 
to effect your salvation. And is this the God you choose to worship ? 

Wiil you then ehoose the God, who both can and will save ali his children, 
with an everlasting salvation ? Will you take him to be your God? Can you 
rely on him with confidence? He is infinitely good, and desires ‘he salvation 
ot all. tle is inSuitely powerful, and able to accomplish it. What then can 
enuse you to de abl ? Do you fear you are not among the number of the be- 
loved’? “The Lord is good unto all, and his tender mercies are over all his 
works.”” Do you doubt — er vou have made true purchuse of salvation, 
and paid the full price / ternal life is the gift of God, thro’ Jesus Christ 
our Lord.” Why then Pie ? You will not—you do not. If you trust in 
the ‘living God who is the Saviour of all mem especially of them that be- 
lieve,’ you may safely reiy on him as the Rock of your salvation, fuliv eon- 
fident that all things shall work together for your good while here, and that 
you shall receive eternal life hereafter. 

' Choose ye then whom ye willserve. If you think a partial God, who can 
save all, but will not, most entitled to your gratitude and confidence, cleave 
unto him. If you think a weak God, who desires to save all, but cannot, 
most ous of gratitude and confidence, then cleave untohim. But if, after 
mature reflection, you believe him to be the true God, who both can and will 
save all, then offer to him the devotions and thanksgivings of your hearts. 
and strive to honor him before men by keeping his commandments.

And. behold, I come quickly ; ; and my reward is with me, to give to every man accerding 
as his work shall be.” —Rev. 22: 12. 


The coming of the Alpha and Omega to render to men according to their 
deeds, as represeated in sundry passages of scripture. has generally been re- 
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presented as an event t which j is to ‘ale place at the time of the dissolution of 
the material world ; and of course, as an event yet future. ‘This opinion 
seems evidently to disagree with the passage which heads these remarks. in 
this passage the Alpha and Omega, the beginning and the end, the first and 
the last, says, * Behold, I cone “quickly, and my reward is with me, to give 
to every man according as his work shall be.” As it is now almost two 
thousand years since the declaration was a number of times recorded, that 
asserted the retribution of which our text gives ai account, it seems unres- 
sonable to contend that the prediction was true, and yet to contend that the 
event has not taken place. 

If we look at the context, we shall find ample support for the belief, that 
the judge: it and retribution, of which mention is repeatedly made in this 
book of Revelation, must have taken place many centuries ago. See the 
two verses preceding our text. “ And he saith unto me, seal not the s sayligs 
of the prophecy of this book, for the time is at hand. He that is unjust, let 
him be unjust still ; and he that 1s filthy, let him be filthy still; and he that is 
righteous, let him be righteous still ; and he that is holy, let bien be holy stil. 
So near was the time of the fulfilment of the vision, that the command was 
given that the sayings should not be sealed. And this, as to time, agrees with 
what we read in the first chapter of the book. See verse 1. * The Reve- 
lation of Jesus Christ, which God gave unto him, to show unto his servants 
things which must shortly come to pass.’ Verse 3, ‘ Blessed is he that 
readeth, and they that hear the words of this prophecy, and keep those things 
that are written therein; for the time is at hand.” 

When the prophet Daniel saw the vision of the rain and the he-goat, o! 
which we read in his 8th chapter, by which vision were represented the for- 
midable kingdoms of the Medes and Pei rsians, and that of Greece, he was 
ordered to shut up the vision, because it was tobe for many days. See verse 
26. This prophecy of Daniel bears date about 558 years before Christ, a 
was unquestionably all fulfilled before the birth of the Saviour, for the Baby 
lonian, Medo-Persian, and Grecian empires were succeeded by the Roman 
beforé this period. [ff then, a vision was ordered to be shut up because it was 
for many days. and yet its events were all accoinp!ished in Jess than five hun- 
dred years, does it seem likely that divine orders shouid be given not to sea] 
the sayings of a prophecy, because the time was ai hind, and yet the time of 
its fulfilment nearly two thousand years remote, and perhaps ten thousand 
more ? 

In the days of his flesh, and during his public ministry, the blessed Saviour 
spake of his coming to judge and reward men accoiding to their works, and 
his sayings regarding this event, are recorded as foliows: Matt. x. 23, * But 
when they persecute you in this city, flee ye into another: for verily | say un- 
to you, ye shali not have gone over the cities of Israel til the Son of iman be 
come.”’ That the Saviour was here directing the minds of his disciples to 
the day of judgment, of which he often spake, is evident trom the i4dth and 

15th verses: “ And whosvever shall not receive you, nor hear your words, 
when ye depart out of that house or city, shake off the dust of your feet. 
Verily I say unto you, it shall be more tolerable for the land of Sodom and 
Gomorral. in the day of judgment than for that c ity.’ Chap. xvi. 27, 28,— 
* For the Son of man shall come in the glory of his Father, with his angels ; 
and he shall reward every nan according to ms works. Verily I say unto 
you, there be some standing here which shall not taste of death, till they sce 
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the Son of man coming in his kingdom.” Other passages in which the Sa- 
viour spake of the same coming and judgment, might be quoted, but the reader 
may be as well instructed by findimg and comparing them. Regarding, in a 
proper manner, these declarations of the divine teacher, we can easily account 
for the concurring testimonies of the disciples of Jesus, who so often spake of 
his coming to judgment, as if they were in daily expectation of the event.— 
But if we attempt to conform to the popular notion of a future judgment, and 
nply the scriptures to its support, as has for a long time been practised, we 
sh ill thereby render an event, as to time, altogether vague and uncertain; 
though it is perfectly evident that the Saviour designed to be specific in limit. 
ing it to the generation in which he lived. 

‘The erroneous opinion, which the foregoing remarks and suggestions are 
designed to correct, has, without doubt, been much strengthened by the as- 
sistance of the error concernin the dissolution of the material world, which 
has generally been united w ith it. ‘The highly figurative language, which 
the ancient prophets used to represent the fall of cites, empires and king- 
doms, being found in the Saviour’s description of those signs which would 
be attendant on the destruction of Jerusalem, unskilful doctors have applied 
it literally; so that in room of the overthrow ot a wicked and perverse city 
and people, nearly two thousand years ago, the dissolution of the material 
world is expected to take place in some future period. But a cautious refer- 
ence to the many passages where such figurative language is used in the 
scriptures, will enable the candid to rectify the whole nistake, and to under- 
stand the doctrine of the se riptare s in general, to correspond with the decla- 
ration: “ Behold, | come quickly ; and my reward is with me, to give every 
man according as his work shall be.’ 

It is not contended that every passage in scripture, which speaks of judg- 
nent and retribution, relates to one and the same time ; but though different 
periods may be designed for the retribution of different people, there is much 
proof in favor of believing that the wickedness of a people is soon visited with 
deserved retribution, and such as do well seldom wait long for an adequate 
recompense. As an illustration and proof of this doctrine, every one may 
refer to his own experience, in which he will find that as far as he has walked 
in wisdom’s ways, he has enjoyed peace, and wherein he has yielded to vain 
allurements, and walked contrary to the commandments of God, he has ex- 
perienced that the ways of the transgressor are hard. H. B. 





SERMON XLII. 


~ Of a truth 1 perceive that God is no respecter of persons; but in every nation he. 
that feareth him, and worketh righteousness, is accepted with him.” 


These words were spoken by St. Peter to Cornelius, and naturally suggest, 
among other things, the following facts. 

Certain circumstances, which had just token place, had convinced Pe- 
ter that God is no respecter of persons. Some of these circumstances were 
the following: ‘The Lord, by an angel, had directed Cornelius to send for 
Peter, who was at Joppa: and in the mean time Peter was instructed by the 
following vision: “ Peter went up upon the house-top to pray about the sixth 
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hour. “And he became very hungry, and would have eaten; but while they 
made ready, he fell into a trance, and saw heaven opened, and a certain ves- 
sel descending unto him, as it had been a great sheet knit at the four corners. 
and let down to the earth; wherein were all manner of four-footed beasts of 
the earth, and wild beasts, and creeping things, and fowls of the air. And 
there came a voice to him, rise, Peter; kill, and eat. But Peter said, ::ot 
so, Lord ; for I have uever eaten any thing that is commonor unclean. And 
the voice spake unto him again the second time, what God hath cleansed, 
that call not thou common. This was done thrice: and the vessel was re- 
ceived up again inte heaven.”’ Being thus instructed. Peter said to Corne- 
lius, when he came into his house ; * ye knuw how that it is an unlawful 
thing for a man that is a Jew to keep company, or come unto one of another 
nation ; but God hath shewed me that { should not call any man common or 
unclean.” In the vessel, which Peter saw, there were no men, and yet be- 
cause he was certified, that what he thought was unclean in the ‘vessel, 
was cleansed, he applied it to men, and concluded that he would violate the 
word of God if he called any man common or unclean. This circumstance 
seemed sufficient entirely to satisfy Peier that God was nv respector of per- 
sons; for if there had been any partiality in the divine Being, he would not 
have manifested to his servant thet he had cleansed ai! men ia Christ. 


This passage naturally supposes that Peter \1¢ formerly b i the 
opinion that God was partial and had his favorites ; that he |) sane better 
than others. If this had not been the case with him, he wo.!4 aot have stood 
in need of this vision to convince him that God is r pecter of persons.—~ 
Therefore, 

3. Our subject supposes that a mei may be a disciple of Jesus without 
having such extensive views of the impartiality of the divine favor as Peter 
was favored with, after he was instructed by the vision of the sheet ; for Peter 
had been for some time a disciple of Jesus and a preacher of the gospel, be- 
fore he saw this vision, or was favored witha knowledge of the fact, that God 
isno respecter of persons. But, 

4. Our subject will, by no means, allow us to suppose, that this vision, by 
which Peter was brought to understand that God is no respecter of persons, 
made him a worse disciple of « hrist or 2 worse minister than he was before : 
for the divine Being would not make © special revelation to his servant, for 
the purpose of making him less us: in his holy calling and vocation. ‘This 
same Peter exhorts the saints to » grow in grace and in the knowledge of our 
Lord and Saviour Jesus Chrit..” He had found by the travail of his own 
mind, that there is a growth ‘n the grace and in the knowledge of Christ, and 
he desired his brethren to profit by his experience. But it is worthy of no- 
tice that the exhortation directs to grow in grace as well as in knowledge, for 
knowledge without grace, “ p iffeth up.” 

5. Our text suggests the fact, that men in every nation may fear God and 
work righteousness even to acceptance with God. Were not this the case, 
there would be no propriety in saying ; “ but in every nation he that feareth 
him and worketh righteousness is accepted with him.’’ And it should be 
remeinbered, that Cornelius, before he saw Peter, ‘feared Cod with all his 
house.” Therefore, 

6. It was not necessary that Peter should be sent to Cornelius to convert 
him from what some call a state of moral depravity to a state of grace, for 
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he was a good man before ; but it was necessary that he should learn the 
gospel for his advancement in divine wisdom and that other Gentiles might 
also become partakers of this dispensation of divine favor. 

7. Weshould do weli to remember, that the fear of the Lord is not that 
fear which is teught by the precepts of men, which fear hath torment; but is 
what Soloman calls it, when he says ; “ The fear of the Lord is to hate eyil,” 
Here mark with caution. ‘There is no man who does not hate to have evil] 
done to himself, but this is not the criterion ; the question is, do | hate to do 
evil to another? This is that fear of the Lord which “is the beginning of 
wisdom.’’ And, 

Lastly, it should be noticed, that our text does not say, and is elected to 
sternal life ; nor does it say, and has joined a church and owned a covenant; 
nor does it say, and observes all the ceremomes of hu:nan establishments ;— 
but it says, “and worketh righteousness.’’ It does not say, and talketh, 
but worketh righteousiess. H. B.

Would he then permit it to harpen, did he not foresee it 
would answer some wise and benevolent purpose? Can we conceive that he 
is every where present without acting? ‘That he knows every thing without 
availing himself of the power he possesses, to p:eyent what is wrong, and to 
accomplish what is right? ‘That, although he is perfectly acquainted with 
every evil which is about to arise, and perfectly abie to prevent it, he will 
not stretch out his hand todo so? ‘That the original source of all activity 
is the only inactive being in the universe, and the source of all energy the 
only being who does not exert his power / 

If this opinion be absurd in itself, and unsupported by the shadow of rea- 
son, there is but one other conclusion which can be adupied. namely, that 
every event which happens to every creature, takes place according to the 
appointment of the Deity. Nothing can be mere frivoious than the cbjec- 
tion, that the watchfulness which this supposes, over the most triflmg con- 
cerns of the most insignificant creature, is unwerthy of the sovereign of the 
universe. Whatever it was not beneath him to create, it cannot be beneath 
him to provide for and to protect; and whatever is of any importance, eithes 
to the present or the future eomfort of any being, is woithy of care in the 
degree in which it may be the means of enjoyment or te cause of suffering. 
[ts minutencss cannot render it unworthy of notice, if it be of any conse- 
quence ; and what would detract from the dignity and greatness of the Go- 
vernor of the universe would be, not his taking care ef these minute cons 
cerns, but his neglecting them.
